The second bill was offered by Sen­ 
ators Agee and Morris, and attempts 
to cover both tire dispensary and en­ 
forcement in about twenty sections. 
This bill permits druggists to handle 
liquors obtained at the state agencies, 
and contains a section whereby whole­ 
sale druggists may receive and handle 
liquors for the retail trade as they 
do any medicine. 


Substitute Is Mach Shorter. 


There is prepared a substitute, how­ 
ever, which will be offered either in 
the senate or before the conference 
committee. This is much shorter than 
the pending bill, but covers practical­ 
ly the same grounds. It does not per­ 
mit druggists to have whiskey, but 
they may possess alcohol for scientific 
purposes and for the preservation of 
drugs. This difference was contended 
for in the house. The substitute per­ 
mits persons to purchase as much as 
a gallon and a half off beer and not 
to exceed a quart of whiskey at any 
one time, ffrom the state dispensary 
in the regular way.

Declares The) Fear to Euact Legisla­ 
tion Fa vore dby Taft, “Next 
Candidate.” 
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Washington. Jan. 2S.—Congressman 
Henry of Texas took advantage of the 
latitude allowed during the consider­ 
ation of the urgent deficiency appro­ 
priation bill this morning 
jo assail 
the republicans for their failure and 
their refusal to give consideration to 
any of the bills demanded by the la­ 
boring interests of the country. 
He was especially severe in de­ 
nunciation of the action of the judic­ 
iary comimttee, under the direction 
of the speaker in burying deeper ev­ 
ery year his (Henry’s) bill providing 
that no w'rit of injunction should issue 
without reasonable previous notice to 
the adverse party.

Revivals are not confined to times 
or to seasons, to places or to people. A 
genuine revival of religion may be in 
sum m er as well as in w inter, in a 
grove or in a tent as well as in a town 
or city. 
We are act.astonied, how­ 
ever to think of the 
opening 
weeks 
of the new year as the only time to 
expect or to plan a revival, because 
revivals have usually taken place at 
this season, often growing out of the 
week of prayer, th at was form erly 
very generally observed in the first 
week of January. Then the m inds of 
the people are thoughtful, im pression­ 
able, serious, at the review of the 
year ju st closed, and at the contem ­ 
plation of the uncertainties of the 
year opening before them. 
But revivals do not spring out of 
the ground. Nor do they often come 
from the East or the W est, like the 
wind that bloweth. “but canst not tell 
whence 
it cometh 
and 
w hither 
it 
goeth.” Neither do they come down 
from heaven, except after earnest and 
continued "prayers and supplications 
with strong crying and tears." There 
m ust be preparation, thoughtful, pa­ 
tient, skillful and judicious often con­ 
sum ing m uch tim e and strength, and 
w earing upon brain and body. The 
soil, the clim ate and latitude have 
much to do with the kind of crop to 
be raised. 
In every case, however, if 
any harvest w orth while is to be reap­ 
ed, there m ust be persistent, intelli­ 
gent effort from the tim e of prepara­ 
tion of the soil until the gathering in 
of the last shock of grain.

DRINK HABIT AMONG 
WOMEN ON INCREASE 


GROWTH OF DANGEROUS EVIL IS SEEN

Prof. Quackenbos and Dr. Parkhurst Join in Depl___ 
Present Conditions—“Common Among All Classes, 
Declares the Former Columbia Professor—Testimony 
of the Present Superintendent of Bellevue Hospital.

EW 
YORK.—According 
to 
Prof. John Duncan Quacken­ 
bos, specialist in nervous 
and mental diseases, mem­ 
ber of many American and 
foreign medical societies, and formerly 
of 
the Columbia 
university faculty, 
the drink habit is 
spreading at an 
alarming rate among the women of 
New York. 
To a representative of 
the Sunday World he said: 
“It is with real alarm that I note 
the rapid growth of the drink habit 
among women in New York city. 
I 


have been in a position to watch that 
growth closely and I can say with 
full knowledge that ten women drink 
to-day where one drank a dozen years 
ago. 
“The growth of the habit has been 
among women of all classes, the rich 


bowl, however, is not to be 
blamed 
entirely. Many women dip into it and 
may do It many times without acquir­ 
ing the drink habit, but many get 
their start there. 
It does give them 
the taste of liquor and 
then, with 
many of them, the taste for liquor. 
Nowr, the tendency of the Ameri­ 
can w'oman is to go to extremes, and 
in 
drinking 
she over-drinks. 
It is 
dangerous for her to touch liquor at 
all. 
This is particularly true of the 
New 
York woman, because of 
the 
added excitement of life in New York. 
“It is not my object to preach un­ 
less the mere statement of fact is a 
sermon, and the fact is New' York 
women do drink, or rather too large 
a percentage of them drink, and drink 
to excess. 
If one doubts it let him 
go to any of our large hotels and 
restaurants any night and look about 
him. 
On every hand you find them 
and their sister visitors to New' York 
drinking. 
No one thinks 
anything 
about it, and the women think they 
are simply doing the proper thing. 
Many of them drink just because they 
do think that wray and many of them 
drink because they like the liquor. 
Do Not Want to Be Cured. 
“I have treated in the last eight 
years 700 cases of alcoholism, with a 
large percentage of women, and I 
found in many cases w'here the 
pa­ 
tient was a w'oman that she did not, 
deep down in her heart, want to be 
cured of the habit. 
This fact is true 
especially in the case of the rich so­ 
ciety w'oman. 
She usually comes to 
me either at the urgent solicitation 
of relatives or friends, or with only 
a surface desire to be rid of the 
habit. 
Very few of them honestly 
and truly, and w'ith their w'hole heart, 
want to be cured. 
“For instance, 
a 
certain 
woman 
came to me for treatment for the 
drink habit and seemed sincere indeed. 
I treated her by auto-suggestion, giv­ 
ing her the suggestion that she could 
not lift a wineglass to her lips. She 
went aw'ay and the very next night 


tatlons of whisky were Judged to be 
the real thing.

I don’t say that real whisky; if 
taken excessively, Is not harmful, but 
I do say that a man could drink the 
pure article in moderation all his life 
and not be hurt by it. 
Why, 15 
drinks of pure whisky would not do 
a man the harm that one drink of this 
vile stuff they sell for w'hisky in New 
York would do him. 
Poisoned by Vile Liquor. 
“I know a man who left his office 
one evening all tired out. dropped into 


dull, sunken eyes and pinched faces, 
and the continuance of the use of the 
drug leads to nervous wreckage de­ 
lirium and insanity.”

LETTER POSTED 32 YEARS AGO. 


Crossed Ocean 
Many Times Before 
Delivery to Sea Captain. 


A letter posted at Garmstad, Nor 
way, 32 years ago to Capt. Thomas 
Nielsen of the bark Harmonia, and 
which has traveled across the Atlan 
tic to and fro many times in pursuit 
of him, was delivered to Thomas Niel 
sen, a carpenter of the revenue cut 
tor Manhattan of the local service 
says a New Y'ork dispatch to the St 
Louis Globe Democrat.

right envelope, and the joint letter it 
contained brought the mist to his eyes 
with the “news” it told of old friends 
and relatives in Norway, many of 
w'horn are now dead.

New Yorkers Becoming Hysterical

HE New Yorkers are becoming a 
hysterical people. 
They show' an 
increasing excitability, a dimin­ 
ishment of self control. 
This demon­ 
strates Itself in all forms of excesses. 
Less and less restraint is exercised. 
The extreme tension of life here is 
showing on the people. 
One 
sees 
plenty of examples of this in individ­ 
ual life. 
A vast demonstration of it 
among a mass of the people is 
ob­ 
served in the increasing hysteria of 
such celebrations as 
those 
of 
the 
night before the New Year. What is 
true of the city men is true of the 
city w'omen. 
The increase of drunk­ 
enness is a distressing fact. 
It is 
a natural outcome of the restlessness, 
the overstrung, the unrestraint 
of 
present day life in New York. 
This subject is of tremendous im­ 
portance. 
We should know' just what 
we are confronting, what the future 
has in store for us, just where and 
how we are threatened. 
One may 
form an opinion as to an increasing 
inebriety among women from such ex­ 
hibitions as those of New Year's eve, 
but beyond that it is not easy to go. 
There are no official statistics bearing 
on the question. 
The subject has had 
no investigation of scientific 
value. 
One cannot speak exactly as to condi­ 


tions, or to make 
comparisons 
be­ 
tween the present and the past. 
The 
records of the alcoholic and psycopath- 
ic wards of Bellevue hospital do not 
show the facts 
of 
inebriety 
even 
among the classes of men and women 
\vho would seek aid from this 
hos­ 
pital. In 1904 there w'ere 8,941 admis­ 
sions to Bellevue for various forms of 
alcoholism. The number now' is great­ 
ly less than that. In 1906 it had fallen 
to 6,653. 
But even with this reduc­ 
tion the number of alcoholic patients 
is more than 25 per cent, of all the 
patients admitted to Bellevue. 
But 
these records prove nothing in the 
line we would follow. 
The number of 
inebriates who seek 
treatment 
at 
Bellevue has fallen 
off 
simply 
be­ 
cause an old offender who conies here 
is now liable to be turned over to a 
city magistrate, who will 
sentence 
him to an asylum as a chronic drunk­ 
ard.

What is the cure of the evil of in­

We have plenty of good laws, 
but they are not enforced. 
That is 
the whole trouble. 
The 
men 
who 
should enforce them do not do it, and 
the people w'ho elect those men to of­ 
fice do not make them do it, and they 
keep on electing men who will not 
do it. 
“Our mayor is sworn to be active in 
the enforcement of the laws, but la 
he? 
He is not. 
Well, if the mayor 
is inactive can you expect those un­ 
der him to be otherwise? 
He is the 
man to whom the lesser officials look, 
and if he sets such an example, what 
is the result?

Revivals are not confined to times 


or to seasons, to places or to people. A 
genuine revival of religion may be in 
summer as well as in winter, in a 
grove or in a tent as well as In a town 
or city 
We are accustomed, how- 


ever to think of the opening weeks 
of the new year as the only time to 
expect or to plan a revival, because 
revivals have usually taken place at 
this season, often growing out of the 
week of prayer, that was formerly 
very generally observed iu the first 
week of January. Then the minds of 
the people are thoughtful, impression- 
able, serious, at 'the review of the 
year just closed, and at the contem- 
plation of the uncertainties of the 
year opening before them. 


But revivals do not spring out of 


the ground. Nor do they often come 
from the East or the West, like the 
wind that bloweth, ''but canst not tell 
whence it Cometh and whither 
it 


goeth." Neither do they come down 
from heaven, except after earnest and 
continued "prayers and supplications 
with strong crying and tears." There 
must be preparation, thoughtful, pa- 
tient, skillful and judicious often con- 
suming much time and strength, and 
wearing upon brain and body. The 
soil, the climate and latitude have 
much to do wltn the kind of crop to 
be raised. In every case, however, if 
any harvest worth while Is to be reap- 
ed, there must be persistent, intelli- 
gent effort from the time of prepara- 
tion of the soil until the gathering in 
of the last shock of grain.

Prof. John Duncan Quacken- 
bos, 
specialist in nervous 


and mental diseases, mem- 
ber of many American and 


foreign medical societies, and formerly 
Bf 
the Columbia university faculty, 


the drink habit is spreading at an 
alarming rate among the women of 
New York. 
To a representative of 


the Sunday Wurld he said. 


"It is with real alarm that I note 


the rapid growth of the drink habit 
among women in New York city. I 


have been in a position to watch that 
growth closely and I can say with 
full knowledge that ten women drink 
to-day where one drank a dozen years 
ago. 


"The growth of the habit has been 


among women of all classes, the rich 


bowl, however, is not to be blamec 
entirely. Many women dip into it anc" 
may do It manj times without acquir- 
ing the drink habit, but many get 
their start theie. It does give them 
the taste of liquor and then, with 
many of them, the taste for liquor. 


"Now, the tendency of the Ameri- 


can woman is to go to extremes, anc 
in 
drinking 
she over-drinks. It is 


dangerous for her to touch liquor at 
all 
This is particularly true of the 


New 
York woman, because of 
the 


added excitement of life in New York. 


"It is not my object to preach un- 


less the mere statement of fact is a 
sermon, and the fact is New York 
women do drink, or rather too large 
a percentage of them drink, and drink 
to excess. 
If one doubts it let him 


go to any of our large hotels anc' 
restaurants any night and look about 
him 
On every hand you find them 


and their sister visitors to New York 
drinking. 
No one thinks 
anything 


about it, and the women think they 
are simply doing the proper thing. 
Many of them drink just because they 
do think that way and many of them 
drink because they like the liquor. 


Do Not Want to Be Cured. 


"I have treated in the last eight 


years 700 cases of alcoholism, with a 
large percentage of women, and I 
found in many cases where the pa- 
tient was a woman that she did not, 
deep down in her heart, want to be 
cured of the habit. 
This fact is true 


especially in the case of the rich so- 
ciety woman. 
She usually comes to 


me either at the urgent solicitation 
of relatives or friends, or with only 
a surface desire to be rid of the 
habit. 
Very few of them honestly 


and truly, and with their whole heart, 
want to be cured. 


Tor instance, 
a certain woman 


came to me for treatment 
for the 


drink habit and seemed sincere Indeed. 
I treated her by auto-suggestion, giv- 
ing her the suggestion tliat she could

show the facts

pital. In 1904 there were 8,941 admis- 
sions to Bellevue for various forms of 
alcoholism. The number now is great- 
ly less than that In 1906 it had fallen 
to 6,653. 
But even with this i educ- 


tion the number of alcoholic patients 
is more than 25 per cent of all the 
patients admitted to Bellevue. 
But 


these records prove nothing in the 
line we would follow.

Bellevue has fallen 
off simply be-

is now liable to be turned over to a

Revivals are not confined to times 


or to seasons, to places or to people. A 
genuine revival of religion may be in 
summer as well as in winter, in a 
grove or in a tent as well as In a town 
or city 
We are accustomed, how- 


ever to think of the opening weeks 
of the new year as the only time to 
expect or to plan a revival, because 
revivals have usually taken place at 
this season, often growing out of tho 
week of prayer, that was formerly 
very generally observed iu the first 
week of January. Then the minds of 
the people are thoughtful, impression- 
able, serious, at 'the review of the 
year just closed, and at the contem- 
plation of the uncertaintiee of the 
year opening before them. 


But revivals do not spring out of 


the ground. Nor do they often come 
from the Bast or the West, like the 
wind that bloweth, "but canst not tell 
whence it Cometh and whither it 
goeth." Neither do they come down 
from heaven, except after earnest and 
continued "prayers and supplications 
with strong crying and tears." There 
must be preparation, thoughtful, pa- 
tient, skillful and judicious often con- 
suming much time and strength, and 
wearing upon brain and body. The 
soil, the climate and latitude have 
much to do with the kind of crop to 
be raised. In every case, however, if 
any harvest worth while Is to be reap- 
ed, there must be persistent, intelli- 
gent effort from the time of prepara- 
tion of the soil until the gathering in 
of the last shock of grain.

ago. 


"The growth of the habit has been 


among women of all classes, the rich 


bowl, however, is not to be blamed 
entirely. Many women dip into it and 
may do it many times without acquir- 
ing the drink habit, but many get 
their start there. It does give them 
the taste of liquor and then, with 
many of them, the taste for liquor. 


"Now, 
the tendency of the Ameri- 


can woman Is to go to extremes, and 
in 
drinking 
she over-drinks. It is 


dangerous for her to touch liquor at 
all. 
This is particularly true of the 


New 
York woman, because of 
the 


added excitement of life in New York. 


"It is not my object to preach un- 


less the mere statement of fact is a 
sermon, and the fact is New York 
women do drink, or rather too large 
a percentage of them drink, and drink 
to excess. 
If one doubts it let him 


go to any of our large hotels and 
restaurants any night and look about 
him. 
On every hand you find them 


and their sister visitors to New York 
drinking. 
No one thinks 
anything 


about It, and the women think they 
are simply doing the. proper ' thing. 
Many of them drink just because they 
do think that way and many of them 
drink because they like the liquor. 


Do Not Want to Be Cured. 


'I have treated in the last eight 


years 700 cases of alcoholism, with a 
large percentage of women, and I 
found in many cases where the pa- 
tient was a woman that she did not, 
deep down in her heart, want to be 
cured of the habit. 
This fact is true 


especially in the case of the rich so- 
ciety woman. 
She usually comes to 


me either at the urgent solicitation 
if relatives or friends, or with only 
a surface desire to be rid of the 
labit. 
Very few of them honestly 


.nd truly, and with their whole heart, 
want to be cured. 


"For instance, 
a certain woman 


ame to me for treatment 
for the 


rink habit and seemed sincere indeed. 
treated her by anto-suggestion, giv- 


ng her the suggestion that she could 
ot lift a wineglass to her lips. She 


went away and the very next night 


tatlons of whisky were Judged to be 
the real thing.

New Yorkers Becoming Hysterical

HE New Yorkers are becoming a 
hysterical people. 
They show an 


increasing excitability, a dimin- 


Ishment of self control. This demon- 
strates Itself In all forms of excesses, 
liess and less restraint is exercised. 
The extreme tension of life here is 
showing on the people. 
One sees 


plenty of examples of this in Individ- 
ual j life. 
A vast demonstration of it 


among a mass of the people Is ob- 
served In the Increasing hysteria of 
such celebrations as those of the 
night before the New Year. What is 
true, of the city men is true of the 
city women. 
The increase ot drunk- 


enness is a distressing fact. 
It is 


a natural outcome of the restlessness, 
the overstrlvlns, the unrestraint 
ot 


present day life in New York. 


This subject is of tremendous im- 


portance. We should know just what 
we are confronting, what the future 
lias in store for us, just where and 
how we are threatened. 
One may 


form an opinion as to an increasing 
inebriety among women from such ex- 
hibitions as those of New Year's eve, 
but beyond that it is not easy to go. 
There are no official statistics bearing 
on the question. 
The subject has had 


no Investigation of scientific 
value. 


One cannot speak exactly as to condi- 


tions, or to make 
comparisons be- 


tween the present and the past. The 
records of the alcoholic and psyeopath- 
ic wards of Bellevue haspital do not 
show the facts 
of inebriety 
even 


among the classes of men and women 
who would seek aid from this hos- 
pital. In 1904 there were 8,941 admis- 
sions to Bellevue for various forms of 
alcoholism. The number now is great- 
ly less than that. In 1906 it had fallen 
to 6,653. 
But even with-this reduc- 


tion the number of alcoholic patients 
is more than 25 per cent, of all the 
patients admitted to Bellevue. 
But 


these records prove nothing In the 
line we would follow. 
The number of 


inebriates who seek 
treatment 
at 


Bellevue has fallen off simply be- 
cause an oM offender who comes here 
is now liable to be turned over to a 
city magistrate, who will 
sentence 


him to an asylum as a chronic drunk- 
ard. 
This had the effect 'especially 


of keeping many women from taking 
repeated advantage of treatment 
at 


Bellevue. 


What Is the cure of the evil of in- 


creasing inebriety 
in 
New York? 


Whatever will bring easement to the 
restless life in the city will lessen 
all forms of dissipation. 
The whole 


subject needs careful and thorough 
investigation to know what palliative 
measures can be taken. Drinking is 
only one symptom of what is wrong 
with us. 


a saloon of the best class and took 
only two drinks of their bar whisky 
and was lost for four days. 
I was 


called in to help find him, as he was 
a friend of mine, and when we found 
him he was in a pitiable condition, his 
miud was clouded, he could not re- 
member where he had been or what 
he had done after leaving that saloon. 
He only remembered that he had taken 
two drinks of whisky. 


"The beer drinker, if he gets real

thousands of 


young girls as well as mature wom- 
en und men are held in its clutches. 
The effect of the habit Is noted in the
